GOOD SCHOOLS AVAILABLE 
Well, my friend W. R. Hine, of the Forestry Service, is 
sitting close to me as I write this, and he has just con- 
cluded a very interesting discussion on the opportunities 


of a professional forestry career. 


So interesting, in fact, 


that I thought it ought to be recorded here. 


First off, there are not enough 
foresters and there has never 
been enough foresters. There are 
jobs available in state forestry 
organizations, Federal forestry 
organizations and in private for- 
estry work. This is understand- 
able when one recalls that’ in 
Georgia alone the land occupied 
by trees includes about 66 per 
cent of the total amount of land. 


A forester in the making 
should be well grounded in all 
of the fundamental subjects. 
Billy Hine says it is especially 
important that he have a good 
working knowledge of English, 
A man who cannot express him- 
self won’t make a success of for- 
estry, for a large part of his work 
is in the field of persuasion. He 
must persuade others to give up 
many of their time worn prac- 
tices. He must get most of his 
work done by volunteer effort 
and this means the use of words 
as well as the use of knowledge 
and information. 


Mr. Hine says our Southern 


colleges include good forestry for pl 


schools, that the Georgia Col- 
lege of Agriculture, Duke, Au- 
burn, and the University of Flor- 
ida all maintain excellent teach- 
ing facilities for the embryo for- 
ester. Yale and Cornell offer 
fine courses in forestry. 


My own observation is that 
we neglect our trees mostly be- 
cause we haven’t realized their 
importance. The price of tim- 
ber and timber products has 
now reached such a point we 
can no longer avoid the tre- 
mendous commercial possibili- 
ties of our individual farm wood- 
lands. Hine says we can in- 


| crease our State income from 
timber timber products 
from the present $300 million to 
$600 or $700 million.

Out of 35 challenges in by-elections— 
equivalent to special elections in this 
country—Labor has won 35 victories since 
the general elections in 1945.

Some say that if the percentage turning 
against Labor continues in the February 
election Labor will lose. '

The advocates of a sales tax in Georgia ought to be grateful 
to Governor Talmadge. en . it 
He has done more to accelerate the passage of a sales tax than 
could have been done with a $500,000 publicity campaign. 


And the funny part of it is, he has accomplished this while 
trying to avoid a sales tax. He has not brought about this condition 


_by design but by accident. 


When he was a candidate for Governor he promised the people 
that there would be no new taxes unless submitted to the people 
for their approval in a State-wide election. He did this so that 
the sales tax would not and could not be an issue in the campaign, 


Expedient Last July he saw that his administration would col- 

lapse unless the State had more money to meet the 
demands of the people for improved schools, increased old-age 
pensions, and an accelerated road building program. 

To keep his promise to the people and at the same time to 
finance his program, he called an extra session of the Legislature to 
increase the tax on‘ gasoline, cigarettes, liquor, wine, beer and cor- 
poration income. 


The Legislature did as he asked. He hoped in this manner | 


to raise $20,000,000 a year in new revenue and it now appears that 
his tax measures will not produce this amount. In spite of this 
increase in existing taxes his tax revision committee has recently 
reported that another crisis exists in Georgia’s fiscal affairs and 
$50,000,000 more are needed to finance an, adequate public school 
system and to give us an adequate road building program and to 
maintain the State’s other activities. 


In the face of this report he is now asking the Legislature to 
abolish over 100 nuisance taxes and to abolish the State’s 5-mill 
levy of ad valorem taxes. | 

These two measures will take $7,000,000 a year out of the 
State treasury and will force the next Legislature to replace thgse 
funds. ' 


F ailure His efforts to avoid a sales tax have proved conclusively 

that this State can never have an adequate system of 
public schools, an adequate road.system, adequate health and 
welfare programs without a sales tax. 

We have exhausted every other source of revenue. Governor 
Talmadge tried the only other alternative in July and it did not 
work. 

State Auditor B. E. Thrasher and Mr. W. A. Lufburrow have 
recently recommended that the State remodel its antiquated, out- 
moded and inefficient tax system by abolishing all of the taxes 
levied by the State with the exception of eight or 10. They propose 
that the State get its revenue in the future from an income tax, 
a general sales tax, and a selective tax on gasoline, on luxuries 
such as liquor, cigarettes, wine and beer, automobile tags and 
corporation registration fees. 

This kind of a streamlined tax system ought to be adopted. 
If it is done the State can abandon its 5-mill property tax and its 
hundreds of nuisance taxes and finance an adequate education, 


héalth, security and road program. 
When? Nearly everybody in Georgia agrees that this should 
* be done. They only disagree on the time to do it. It 
ought to be done in January, 1950. Yet the odds are it will not 
be done. 
Here is the reason it ought to be done in 1950 instead of 1951. 
The State started this fiscal year with a surplus in the treasury. 


_ This surplus and the new taxes makes it possible to finance the 


State Government until June 30. 

_After June 30, there will be chaos in the State Government. 
The State will not have enough money to finance on the present 
scale of operations. 

This will not show up until Sept. 1, 1950. When the schools 
open next September it will be necessary to cut the school 
appropriations or to cut old age pensions, or to cut out road build- 
ing, or to scale down all three programs. 

The crisis will happen about a week or two weeks before the 
date of the primary next September. 

If the primary is held in September it will come off at about 
the time the State Government will collapse, and those in office 
will suffer terribly. 


e : “ This streamlined plan of taxation ought to be 

Certainty adopted. Only 20 percent of-the people of Georgia 
are paying taxes in a noticeable amount at the present time. It is 
impossible for 20 percent of the people to carry the balance of the 
people on their backs. 

There .are more people than this 20 percent paying small 
amounts of taxes. But these amounts will not pay any’more than 
the free school books they get for their children, much less the free 
teachers, the free school houses, the free roads and the free old age 
pension which they expect. 

But regardless of what happens, Governor Talmadge has 
catapulted this State into a general sales tax faster than any cam- 
paign of publicity could have done. ' 

A sales tax is now as much a certainty as death and taxes.

They'll Murder for Shakespeare 


A few years back, I got the nobby notion of reviving “Henry 
VIII,” by one W. Shakespeare, and the day after the first three- 
line announcement appeared on the drama pages my office was 
cram-jammed with well-known actors who were willing to work 
for what ordinarily would have been their agents’ commissions. 

: Subsequently, for reasons that have nothing to do with this 
piece, I pigeon-holed my plans for doing “Henry,” but I sure 
learned a lot about show folks during the month I was buddying 
up with the Bard.

William the Great are the chocolate sauce on the 
profiterole, and during rehearsals they go about their business as 
if they were in a temple of worship. On opening night, as far 
as the cast is concerned, the theater has stained glass windows, 
and I’m not exaggerating when I say the actors would probably 
kill anyone who tried to foul up the performance. 
: a you think I’m using “kill” carelessly, try this one on for 
sighs. ... 

Back in 1904, an obscure thespian named Robert Mantell, who 
had been playing desultory one-nighters in the Midwest, received 
word that a choice Broadway theater would be available during 
the Christmas season. He promptly cancelled his road engage- 
ments and brought his troupe to New York, but shortly after his 
arrival he discovered that the “choice” theater he had been of- 
fered was the Princess, a small second-story auditorium on Broad- 


way between 27th and 28th Streets. 

No more daunted than solvent, Mantell announced 
Undaunted he would present his production of “Richard III” 
on December 5, and when friends and colleagues warned him 
that not a hundred people would climb a flight of rickety stairs 
to see a Shakespearean play during the holidays, he shrugged 
his threadbare shoulders and posted his rehearsal schedule. 

Immediately, however, there was trouble. The stage crew in- 
sisted on a scenic rehearsal, and when the impoverished actor 
refused they decided to get even by lousing up his show on open- 
ing. night. 

On the evening of the fifth,a minute after Mantell began to 
decibel his way through the initial lines, a stagehand lunged at 
him from behind a cloth drop and almost knocked him into the 
pit. And a few moments later the same “accident” happened again. 

When the act was over, Mantell quietly told the crew that he 
would kill the next man who tried to disrupt his performance— 
and halfway through the second act he darned near did. In the 
middle of a speech, he saw the outline of a hand behind the 
curtain trying to locate him and, never faltering in his lines, he 
drew his dagger and plunged the blade full-force into the drop. 

When he went into the wings at the end of the scene, one of 
the crew grabbed him and said, “You've killed our head car- 

enter.” 
r “I hope to Heaven I did,” said Mantell. But when he examined 
the stagehand he found the wound was only a gash in the thigh. 

To make sure no one would misunderstand how he felt, the 
actor went up to his dressing room and came down wearing the 
iron-studded glove that was part of his costume in the last act. 
“Any more trouble,” he said, “and I shall brain each and every

P The stagehands looked at Mantell, at the mailed glove, 
eace and at the bl man on the floor. And from then 
until the final curtain, the crew was as quiet as a Scottish meet- 
ing house after a call for contributions. 

Next day, the critics hailed Mantell’s performance as “the 
greatest ‘Richard’ since the days of Booth,” and before the week 
was out he had been signed by the late William A. Brady, under 
whose management he went on to achieve recognition as one of

44 teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon sug- 
ar to each cup cooking water. 
When water is rapidly boiling, 
place completely thawed ears 
of corn in the po cover and 
cook 2-4 minutes. Overcooking 
ruins the flavor. If corn on the 
cob is thawed in lukewarm wa- 
ter, use same water for cooking.
